Fairfax School Term Cut 
To Meet $10,000 Deficit 


Fewer Teachers Also Proposed, Expense in County 
Being Called Too High at Meeting of 
Board of Education. 


Stringent measures to cut the cost of 
education in Fairfax County were 
adopted yesterday by the school board 
at a special meeting. The first of these 
is cutting two weeks from the school 


term, a.step which it is estimated will 
save about $7,500, and the second is the 
appointment of a special committee au- 
thorized to study the question of per- 
sonnel with a view to curtailing the 
teaching force. 

F. S. McCandlish submitted the two 
proposals and declared that it is urgent- 
ly necessary that immediate and drastic 
steps be taken to curtall the cost of 
education in the county. He pointed 
out that Fairfax County is now the 
second highest county in the State in 
the per capita cost of instruction and 
second in the pay of teachers. | 

In the present year the school system 


has incurred a deficit of more than 
$10,000, it was pointed out. While 
much of this will be made up through 
cutting two weeks of the term, other 
steps are necessary, Mr. McCandlish 
declared.. It is expected that the cur- 
tailment of the teaching and adminis- 
trative force will so balance the budget 
that the system will be able to come 
out of the year without a_ serious 
deficit. 

The school board adopted a tentative 
budgét for the year 1928-1929, which 
fixes expenditures at $225,000. This is 
a slight cut under the budget for the 
preceding year. The board also de- 
cided to recommend to the board ol! 
supervisors increased school levies in 
the Centerville District of 10 cents, and 
in the Lee and Mount Vernon Districts 
of 5 cents on each $100 of assessed

Bill to Restore Oil Leases 


To Navy Passed by House 


(Associated Press.) 
A Senate bill to transfer to the Navy 


| Department jurisdiction over three re- 


maining leases of naval petroleum lands 
in California issued by Albert B. Fall as 
Secretary of the Interior was passed 
yesterday by the House. It now goes 
to President. Coolidge. 

The measure completes the transfer 
of all the naval oil and gas leases to 
the Secretary of the Navy. The leases 
have been under the control of the In- 
terior Department through the 1921 ex- 
ecutive order of President Harding. - 

These three leases are the last of 27 
on the naval petroleum reserve, No. 2, 
in California, which were made under 
former Secretary Fall. The measure is 
intended merely to transfer control of 
all the leases from the Interior to the 
Navy Department, which could not be 
done without the authority of Con- 
gress,

“The conference has done much, The 
discussion with regard to the Pan- 
American Union has resulted in a gen- 
eral consensus of opinion as to the ap- 
propriate organization and functions of 
the union, and it is on a firmer basis 
than ever before. 

“An important convention has been 
adopted with respect to private aircraft. 
Gratifying progress has been made in 
the codification of international law. A 
sensible procedure has been established 
with respect to the perfecting of plans 
O01 conciliation and arbitration, which 
promises more for progress in this im- 
portant field than any action hereto- 
fore taken in this hemisphere. 

“Numerous resolutions have been 
adopted on subjects affording welcome 
opportunities for Pan-American coop- 
eration. Above all, the delegates have 
been associated for weeks in fraternal 
contacts, and warm friendships have 
been formed. 

“The delegates will return to their 
countries with clearer views of the con- 
ditions of successful collaboration and 
the understanding and good will, which 
are of the essence of Pan-Americanism, 
have been promoted in notable de- 
grees.” 


Signed by Twenty Nations. 


The text of the final proceedings of 
the conference, including all motions, 
agreements, resolutions and conven- 
tions concluded here, was signed this 
morning by all the delegations except- 
ing Paraguay, whose representative was 
absent from the plenary session at 
which the ceremony occurred. He 
signed the text later in the secretary’s 
office. 


Although this morning’s signatures 
pledge approval of all the delegations to 
the agreements concluded, all the draft 
conventions will require a separate sig- 
nature, which is fixed for tomorrow. 

The ceremony was very simple, all the 
farewell exercises and speeches having 
been reserved for the afternoon session 
where Dr. Bustamente, president of the 
conference, in the name of the Cuban 
government bade Godspeed to the dele- 
gates. 

Upon Jacobo Varela, of Uruguay, fell 
the honor of replying to Dr. Busta- 
mente, in the name of the foreign gov- 
ernments as the representative of the 
country where the next Pan-American 
conference will be held. The chief func- 
tion of Pan-Americanism, he said, was 
“to reconcile the magnificent civiliza- 
tion, which ts flourishing under 
the Stars and Stripes, and the other 
civilization so characteristic of twenty 
republics, which perpetuate Hispanic 
traditions.” 


Americans Have Much in Common. 


“To say that everything joins United 
States and Latin America and nothing 
separates them,” said Senor Varela, 
“would only create deep misunderstand- 
ings or dangerous prejudices; the 
Americas have much in common, es- 
pecially in Democratic principles and 


commercial and financial intercourse, 
and traditional policy regarding the rest 
of the world, which one republic enun- 
clated and many lauded, but important 
interests and formalties hold back per- 
fect harmony and collaboration. More 
than mere stock, different tempera- 
ments, a different intellectual outlook, 
those economic interests which remain 
apart and, above all, language, are 
diverging forces which. only come to- 
gether when the abyss of misunder- 
standing which still exists tn important 
sections of public opinion in the north 
and south, shall be conquered. 

The highest aim of the Pan-American 
Congress, Senor Varela added, was to 
“promote a better understanding for 
a fuller knowledge of the cultural and 
moral worth of both civilizations and 
for dispassionate examination and com- 
parison of their interests and aspira- 
tions in an effort to reconcile them, 
in @ spirit of harmony, and not intran- 
sigeance.

TALKED AT GENEVA 


Tokyo Will Revise Her Pacts 
Against War, Envoy to 
Security Talk Says. 


REGIONAL ACCORD PLAN 
STIRS LATIN-AMERICANS 


British Suggestion Finds but 
Little Favor; Guarantor 
Selection Is Issue. 


Geneva, Feb. 20 (A.P.).—Japan,. be- 
lieving that her arbitration treaties 
possibly are too far-reaching, may re- 
vise them, Viscount Saito, of that na- 
tion, said tonight. These treaties ex- 
clude from arbitration disputes that 
affect Japanese teritorial and political 
independence, Japanese vital interests 
or Japanese honor. 


The viscount’s announcement, made 
at the preliminary security conference 
convoked to promote disarmament. 
created somewhat of a sensation. The 
delegates are wondering whether Japan 
will go a step farther than the United 
States and France when they negott- 
ated the recent pact of arbitration and 
outlawry of war. 

Viscount Saito declared that world 
conditions had changed since the old 
treaties were signed, and the Japanese 
government was giving the _ treaties 
close examination from the standpoint 
of whether they were too far-reaching. 
or at least too indefinite. 


U. S. Treaty Soon to Expire. 


It is remarked that the arbitration 
treaty between Japan and the United 
States will expire soon and must be re- 
newed, and it is belng asked how far 
the United States would be disposed to 
go to meet any sweeping Japanese pro- 
posal calculated to make the new 
treaty a more effective instrument 
against war. 

Russia’s draft convention for dia- 
armament was deposited today with the 
League of Nations by Boris Steln, So- 
viet observer at the security commis- 
sion conference. This 
similar to the proposals Maxim Litvt- 
nof, assistant commiissar of foreign af- 
fairs, presented at the last meeting of 
the preparatory disarmament confer- 
ence for absolute elmination of all 
armaments by all the nations 

The Latin-American delegates came 
to attention when Great Britain, 
through Lord Cushendun, proposed 
definite regional nonaggression accords 
between nations of the same _ world 
areas, and tonight began cabling home 
to ask for instructions !m case a pact 
should be suggested for Latim America, 

The opinion in Latin-American 
cles here is that a security regional 
pact in Latin America with one or 
more nations guaranteeing its opera- 
tion, as Great Britain and Italy guar- 
antee the Locarno pact, is impractica- 
ble. The absolute equality of all, the 
signatories, it ig said, would be a pri- 
mary requisite, since Latin-American 
States would welcome neither the 
United States nor the “ABC” nations 
aS guarantors.

German Against Proposal. 


One idea informally heard expressed 
was that there ‘could be one regional 
accord in Central America, another for 
South America. But Lord Cushendun, 
who is. Lord Cectl’s successor at Ge- 
neva, found little favor for his pro- 
posal of definite regional pacts from 
Dr. Ernst von Simson, German indus- 
trial expert. He voiced the fear that 
such accords would create hostile 
groupings of states within the league;

SURGEONS BUILDING 
NEW ARM FOR MAN 


Sections of Shin Bones to Re- 


place Those Crushed in 
Accident, 


Special to The Washington Post. 

Jamaica, Long Island, Feb. 20.—A 
new left arm is being constructed by 
surgeons of Mary Immaculate Hospital, 
Jamaica, for Frederick Smith, 43 years 
old, of Springfield, Long Island, under 
conditions which the medical world 
considers truly remarkable. 

Two sections of his shin bones are 
to be grafted in the place where 3 
inches of his left forearm bones were 
cut away, with the expectation that 
eventually the remade extremity will 
be as good as the old one. Two months 
ago the same doctors gave up hope of 
saving Smith’s life, following his injury 
when a truck sidewiped a sedan he was 
driving and crushed his left arm. His 
condition at first was not considered 
serious, but in a few days the dan- 
gerous gas baccillus infection set in, 
a condition fatal, experts say, in 99 
out of 1() cases. 

Dr. Ludwig Foehmer, the house sur- 
geon, and his assistant, Dr. Anthony 
Bavuso, persisted in treatment, how- 
ever. Several incisions were made and 
rubber drains inserted to draw out 
the infection that was .:ast spreading 
up the arm. The member was con- 
stantly bathed in Dakin’s solution. 
When the surgeons had become almost 
convinced of the necessity to amputate, 
the infection was arrested and the 
affected bone tissue cut away. Next, 
it was decided to restore the arm to 
usefulness.

Committee Recalls Judge 
Soper With Others for Fur- 
ther Examination. 


(Associated Press.) 

For more than two hours yesterday 
Abram F. Myers, Federal Trade Com- 
missioner, waged battle with a Senate 
judiciary subcommittee single-handed 
in defense of his activities as an As- 
sistant Attorney General in the bread 
merger case. 

Not content with his heated and re- 
peated denials of any misconduct on 
his own part, he counter-attacked with 
charges that the committee itself had 
been unfair to him. That unfairness, 
he said, was evidenced both in the 
majority report signed by Senators 
Borah, of Idaho, and Walsh, of Mon- 
tana, and dealing with the bakery case, 
and in the more recent use by Senator 
Borah of the words “lying and forgery” 
in connection with Myers’ previous tes- 
timony. 

As Myers completed his statement the 
Idaho senator, chairman of the sub- 
committee, told him that “candidly, 
ycur statement is not convincing to 
me.” : 

Myers Retorts to Borah, 


“I can’t convince a man against his 
will,” Meyers retorted,

She described Judge Soper as “hurry- 
ing” to the bench and “growling there 
as though he were in great haste to 
have the case over.” 

“I was told the night before that the 
judge had said he would come down to 
the court for twenty minutes and no 
longer,” she said. “He asked a few ir- 
relevant questions and the case did not 
even last twenty minutes,” 

Alice M. Giesler, secretary to the 
Trade Commissioner, took full blame 
before the committee for the entry into 
the committee record during the 1927 
hearing of a carbon copy of a letter 
which Myers write Judge Soper, but re- 
wrote before it was sent. 

“I remember having to rewrite the 
letter, but apparently failed to destroy 
the original,” she said. 

It was the discovery by the commit- 
tee of the discrepancies between these 
two letters that prompted Chairman 
Borah’s statement that “there seems to 
have been not only lying, but forgery.”

These Are Issues, He Says. 


“These are the great issues,” Senator 
Reed declared. “Upon many other 
problems we may be in division, but 
here is a field on which the Democratic 
party inay plant its banners; here is 
the ground where all Democrats may 
asseinble and where Democratic vic- 
tory may be achieved.” 

Calling for “a united and militant 
Democracy,” Senator Reed declared at 
the outset of his address that “the 
most important question before the 
American people is to drive the Re- 
publican party from power; to take 
this Government out of the hands of 
boodlers, grafters and lobbyists and to 
place its control once more in the 
hands of the American people.” 

Reviewing then the Republican ad- 
ministration since Woodrow Wilson left 
the White House, the Missouri senator 
adverted to the naval arms treaty, the 
settlement of foregn debts, the 1926 
Pennsylvania senatorfal primary and 
the oil scandal, and assailed President 
Coolidge, Secretary Mellon, Albert B 
Fall, former Interlor Secretary, and 
Harry M, Daugherty, Attorney General, 
in both the Harding and Coolidge ad- 
ministrations. 


President Is Criticized. 


The President was attacked for keep- 
ing Daugherty in the Cabinet after the 
exposures by the Teapot Dome and 
Daugherty investigations, and for fail- 
ure to “lift a hand” while the Senate 
committee was disclosing the leasing 
of the naval oll reserve under condi- 
tions of “frauds which have since been 
judicially declared by the Supreme 
Court of the United States.” 

Senator Reed asserted that Mellon 
had been appointed to the Treasury 
portfolio by President Harding despite 
the inhibitio. of a Federal statute 
against naming to that position any 
man engaged in trade and thr Mellon, 
in his administration of the Treasury, 
not only had favored the wealthy in 
the matter of tax reduction, but had 
approved debt settlements costing the 
American taxpayers billions of dollars. 
Finally, he sald, Mellon had joined 
with his brother and nephew to organ- 
ize “the scheme to raise $2,000,000 to 
corruptly secure the renomination of 
Senator Pepper” in the Pennsylvania 
primary in 1926. 


Kefers to 1920 Campaign. 

Charging that President Harding had 
been selected as the Republican presi- 
dental candidate in 1920 in a room 
“where a few wealthy men or represent- 
atives of wealthy men consorted with 
Harry M. Daugherty, then beyond doubt 
formulating the conspiracy of robbery 
and theft which has aince disgraced 
the republic,” Senator Reed said Fall, 
as Interior Secretary, had “accepted the 
bribes of the conspirators, did their 
bidding, and corruptly transferred to 
certain of them the vast. oil reserves 
of the republic.” 

Describing Daugherty as “a creature 
covered with the leprosy of corrup- 
tion,” the Missourian, declared that 
this official “paralyzed the Department 
of Justice so that its arm was not 
stretched forth to apprehend Fall and 
his fellow conspirators.” 

Attacking the Republican adminis- 
tration also for enactment of the Ford- 
ney-McCumber tariff law and for what 
he said was a concentration of power 
in Washington, Senator Reed asked 
how stood the case at this time, 

“Trusts multiply, and the President 
does not ‘choose’ to Interfere,” he said. 

“Monopoly grows fat, and the Pres!i- 
dent does not ‘choose’ to act. 


“Arrogant Combinations.” 

“Combinations are formed and arro- 
gantly pursue their methods under the 
protection of the Government, and the 
President ‘chooses’ to approve. 

“Commissions are packed by interest- 
ed parties and their attorneys, and the 
President ‘chooses’ to do the packing. 

“In all the long years of the Coolidge 
regime not a single great trust has 
been dissolved by operation of law,” 
the senator added. “Not a single ef- 
fective blow has been struck in favor 
of the liberation of the commerce of 
the Nation from the control of those 
who have conspired in the teeth of the 
statutes of the land.

“Does the commssion hold that it has 
the lawful authority to consider, in ad- 
justing rates, varying commercial and 
industrial operating conditions in the 
different fields?”

“It must consider them to the end 
that commodities may freely move,” 
Esch answered. 

“Then, if carried to an extreme, the 
commission might wipe out an indus- 
try,”” Senator Glass said, “If it may 
consider such varying conditions, the 
commission becomes the mast of com- 
mercial success or failure in this coun- 
try.” 

“We don’t say that,”’ Esch said. 

“We think this decision does it,” 
Glass persisted, tapping the 1927 lake 
cargo coal decision of the commission. 
“You say it is not your business, yet to 
us you appear to do it.” 

“The primary consideration is the 
reasonableness of a rate,” Esch said. 

“What ‘is a reasonable rate?” Glass 
demanded. 

“T don’t think you've succeeded,” rTe- 
marked the Virginia senator, adding 
that he would move to repeal the Hoch- 
Smith resolution for a study of freight 
rates “if anybody thinks” it authorized 
the commission to go into commercial 
conditions in competitive flelds in 
framing rates.

must originate. He would not com- 
ment on his appointment or give any 
reason for his desire to retire from 
Congress. He is 73 years old and in 
recent years he has not been in the 
best of health. 

Also, reports from Iowa say a formid- 
able opposition has developed to his 
reelection to the House in the person 
of Milton Pitt, former speaker of the 
Iowa Legislature, and a spellbinder of 
the type that insinuates himself into 
the hearts of rural folk. On the Court 
of Claims, Mr. Green will have a life 
time job at a salary of $12,500 a year 
as compared to $10,000 which members 
of Congress receive.

Such quick victory for the tax repealiste 
is not looked for, though, with Mr. Gar- 
ner still in the saddle, 

Probably more important, from the 
Treasury viewpoint, than his opposition 
to the repeal of this levy, however, has 
been his disagreement with the Treas- 
wry’s tax programs in general. He has 
inclined to look upon its estimates al- 
most in the same light as the critical 
Mr. Garner, and ‘he has frequently been 
in disagreement with the department as 
to just how the reduction should be 
applied. 


Will Succeed Judge Hay, 


For example, it was rather hard for 
the Treasury to recognize the current 
tax bill when it came out of the ways 
and means committee as its own. In 
the first place, it provided for a reduc- 
tion of 87,000,000 more than the Treas- 
ury said was a safe limit. When it left 
the House, incidentally, it was $61,000,- 
000 beyond the Treasury’s limit. The 
reductions, too, were not applied as out- 
lined by the Treasury. 

Besides the current bill, Mr. Green in 
his chairmanship participated in the 
framing of the 1924 tax measure and 
that of 1926.

BILL TO REGULATE 
LOBBYISTS URGED 


Senate Committee Recom- 
mends Passage of Cara- 
way Measure. 


(Associated Press.) 

Compulsory registration of lobbyists 
was recommended to the Senate yester- 
day by its judiciary committee, which 
approved the Caraway bill making such 
provision. A proposal of the same kind 
but reaching Its result through amend- 
ment of the Senate rules and carrying 
no penalty clause was thrown Into the 
hopper during the recent Senate debate 
on the Walsh power resolution which 
was marked by charges of intensive 
lobby activities. 

Under the Caraway bill lobbylsets who 
failed to place their names and connec- 
tion with the Senate secretary and the 
House clerk would, upon conviction, be 
fined not less than $100 or more than 
$1,000 and imprisoned in “a common 
jail” for not less than one month or 
more than twelve months, 

Besides registering, lobbyists would be 
required. to file monthly statements of 
expenses, showing to whom money was 
paid and the purpose of such payment 
and also the names of persons they 
may have entertained as lobbyists and 
the cost of such entertainment. 


Gilbert Tells Court

Abrabam 5S. Gilbert, who was special 
master jin elght gas rate cases in New 
York City, presented himself personally 
yesterday before the Supreme Court 
in response to its order to show cause 
why he should not be punished for 
falling to comply with its instructions 
regarding the return of a part of the 
fees he received. 

Through counsel, Gilbert Informed 
the court that he had complied with its 
order and returned the fees as directed, 
with tnterest. The court made no an- 
nouncement, but took the matter un- 
der consideration and will later an- 
nounce what punishment, if any, It 
will impose,

DAY LAW AUTO SEIZURES 


Innocent Owners Get Chance 
to Recover Cars Under 
New Decision. 


AFFECTS FINANCE FIRMS 


(Associated Press.) 

Owners of automobiles, whether 
they are individuals or financing come 
panies, are to be given an opportunity 
under a decision of the Supreme Court. 
to recover their cars when used with- 
out permission of the owners in the 
unlawful transportation of intoxicating 
liquor. 

The decision was a blow to the Fed- 
eral prohibition enforcement practice 
of attempting to confiscate such ma- 
chines under a section of the internal 
revenue laws, which do not grant the 
owners an Opportunity for recovery. 

In a case from Seattle, Wash,, the 
court held yesterday that when pos- 
session was a part of the illegal trans- 
portation, the Government could only 
seize the automobile under the pro- 
hibition enforcement act, which gives 
the owner a chance to recover the car 
upon showing that its illegal use had 
not been authorized. 

The case was regarded not only of 
great importance to owners whose ma- 
chines might be unlawfully used by 
friends in the transportation of liquor, 
but to the financing companies which 
retain title to approximately. three- 
fourths of the 4,000,000 automobiles 
sold annually on deferred payments, 
involving financing operations esti- 
mated at #2,000,000,000. 


SHIP BOARD COUNSEL 
SAVES U. S. $5,000,000 


C. G. Parker, Victim of Salary 
Cut by Senate, Conducts 
Government Case. 


Chauncey G. Parker, general counsel 
of the Shipping Board, whose salary 
was recently reduced by the Senate at 
the instance of Senator Black, of Ala- 
bama, because he did not “do anything 
but cock his feet upon the table,” yes- 
terday won a decision in the United 
States Supreme Court which was said 
to be worth $5,000,000 to the Shipping 
Board. 

The case against the board was 
brought by three California wine firms 
to recover damages for the loss of cargo 
when the steamer West Aleta went on 
a sand bar while e.. route to Hamburg. 
The plaintiffs contended that had the 
vessel first gone to Cardiff, Wales, with 
the wine cargo, the damage would not 
have resulted. The Supreme Court did 
not determine the question of “devia- 
tion,” involved in the argument as just 
what was the original destination of 
the West Aleta but it did uphold the 
Shipping Board in its contention that 
the suits had not been filed in the 
time limit of one year prescribed in 
the auits in admiralty act.

Awards of the distinguished flying 
cross to five Army airmen were an- 
nounced yesterday by the War Depart- 
ment. They will be presented to Capt. 
John A. Macready, Air Corps Reserve, 
and First Lieut. Oakley G. Selly, Air 
Corps, first transcontinental fillers; 
First Lieut. Arthur C. Goebel, Air Corps 
Reserve, successful nonstop flier in the 
Dole derby from California to Hawall, 
and First Lieut. Russell L. Maughan, 
Air Corps, “dawn and dusk” transcon- 
tinental flier. .\ pothumous award 1s 
made to Mrs. Marion Gray, Belleville, 
Ill., widow of Capt. Hawthorne C. Gray, 
famous balloonist and holder of the 
world’s altitude record. This award is 
“for heroism while participating ‘nu 
aerial flights.” 


Capt. Macready and Lieut. Kelly left 
Mitchel Field, Long Island, at 12:36 
o'clock on the afternoon of May 2, 1923, 
in the Army transport plane T-2 on a 
nonstop continenta! flight, and after 
encountering virtually every kind of 
flying hazard arrived at Rockwell Field, 
Calif., at 12:36 o’clock the next after- 
noon. Capt. Macready now lives at 
Dayton, Ohio, and Lieut. Kelly is on 
duty at Portland, Oreg. 

Lieut. Goebel on August 16-17, 1927, 
piloted a plane from Oakland, Calif., to 
Wheeler Field, Honolulu, a distance of 
2.200 miles, in 26 hours and 17 min- 
utes, He lives at Los Angeles. 

Lieut. Maughan departed from Mitchel 
Field at 2:58 o'clock, Eastern standard 
time, on the morning of June 23, 1924, 
in a modified service type pursuit 
plane, and landed at Crissy Field, 
| Calif., at 9:47, Pacific time, the same 
| night, flying 2,540 miles in 21 hours 
48'4 minutes, making the fastest time 
ever made by man between New York 
end San Francisco. He lives at Salt 
Lake Clty, Utah. 

Capt. Gray twice broke the altitude 
record In a balloon last year, going 
higher “than any earth creature has 
ever gone,” according to his citation.

PROPOSED NARCOTIC FARMS. 


Representative Stephen G. Porter, of Penn-

to the use of habit-forming drugs. The bill

‘available, and permits States to board at a 
‘Federal narcotic farm addicts who have vio- 
‘lated their laws. 

* The bill is designed to serve a double pur- 
pose. Representative Porter points out that 
the Federal penitentiaries at Atlanta and Leay- 
nworth are now greatly overcrowded.

Ment could be administered far better in an 
institution designed exclusively for their con- 
finement. Furthermore, the addict whose sen- 
‘fence today must be served in company with 
@riminals is placed in surroundings and with 
mpanions that may destroy an already drug- 
weakened moral sense. With the sympathetic 
eatment and surroundings of a narcotic farm 
his moral stamina would be strengthened 
+ The Porter bill demands attention. Since 
ft costs in the neighborhood of $3,000 to 
gpprehend and convict an offender, from the 
gconomy standpoint alone the Government 
should place addicts in institutions that will 
lake possible their return to society completely 
red.

REFORM OF THE LAW’S METHODs, 


Nothing could better indicate the feeling of 
the people upon the subject of reform of 
judicial procedure than the returns from a 
questionnaire sent out to a selected group of 
hundreds of persons, together with a list of 
subjects which are attracting public attention. 
The majority of recipients of the questionnaire 
indicated the administration of justice as the 
most vital matter before the Nation. The 
second upon the list was of a similar nature— 
lawlessness and disrespect for law. Prohibi- 
tion took the third place, with agriculture ahd 


farm relief following next in order of support. 
Making all due allowance for the fact that 


certain appalling conditions of 
such as the gang crimes in Chicago and gev- 
eral horrible murder cases, were in the minds 
of those who gave judicial reform as in their 
View the question of public interest above all 
others, the fact remains that normally this 
subject is uppermost in the thought of jurists 
and practicing attorneys of best repute, as 
well as the lay element of the population. 

Justice lies at the seat of law and order, 
and the breakdown of the ideal by slack and 
uncertain administration is something that 
cries out for remedy through public opiuion, 
more than by any other method of reform. 
Chief Justice Taft is a leader in creating public 
sentiment for this kind of reform. There is a 
field here for self-denying and competent lead- 
ership to point the way for the cure of a 
dangerous national disease.

ACROSS THE SAHARA, 


French dreams of spanning the Sahara 
Desert with some recognized and stable means 
of communication are approaching a reality. 
For than 70 years the French 
talked of some land route by which Senegal, 
French Guinea, French Congo and other such 
possessions might be linked with Algeria and 
Tunis on the shores of the Mediterranean. It 
only during the that 
actual crossing of the 2,000-mile stretch 
waste land was made by mechanical 
Especially designed automobiles conquered the 
treacherous sands and renewed 
even better transportation, 

The French Parliament to be asked 
for an appropriation of 12,000,000 francs for 
the purpose of studying and surveving the 
best route to be followed by a railroad.  Lit- 
erally, hundreds of accompanying problems 
will enter into the study. Lack of water 
one great obstacle, but steam power need not 
of necessity be used. Motor or electric puwer 
may be found more feasible under conditions 
as they exist in the Sahara. Tho shifting 
sands themselves must be conquered, and in- 
surance had that the nomadic Arabs will not 
use the railroad merely as another means of 
harassing the French. 

No benefits to France, except that of spec- 
tacular accomplishment, may be expected from 
the Sahara itself, but French along 
the west coast of Africa are heavy. The 
natural pathway from the mother country to 
her colonies lies across the short stretch of 
the Mediterranean. Until some such route is 
established the closing of the door at Gibraltar 
would seriously hamper intercourse between 
France and her dependencies. That is the real 
motive behind the constant striving for some 
method of conquering the desert. Measured 
in ordinary terms the cost may appear to be 
prohibitive and the actual return slight, but 
the ultimate value of such an achievement to 
France could not be estimated in francs alone. 
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SIGNS FOR AVIATORS.

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Hollywood's bay window is probably 
the most closely watched window in 
the world. 


In an old brick building some dis- 
tance from the heart of the studio 
area but close to the downtown parks 
and missions and cheap lodging houses 
where aging and unemployed men con- 
gregate, it is a window of hope to the 
jobless. For behind it men fill blank 
sheets with names: names of the ten 
black beards who will report to Uni- 
versal tomorrew morning at 7. names 
of the fourteen six-shooters wanted at 
Paramount at 10:30: names of the five 
“old beards” and *fifteen assorted 
mustaches who must be on the M-G-M 
lot at 8:30 sharp. 

Chances are that not more than 50 
men of all types will be called out of 
the crowd that hovers within shouting 
or signaling distance of the window. 
but if 500 are needed it. a hurry they 
are always there, either in plain sight 
or mysteriously hidden .. various re- 
treats whence they suddenly emerge -t 
the slightest encouragement from the 
men behind the window. 

For they never take an eye off the 
window, where the jobs to be had are 
pleasanter than pick-and-shovel toil— 
from $5 to $10 a day for mixing with 
other hired “atmosphere” in ‘a mob 
scene—and consequently well worth 
waiting for, particularly if one is old 
and a little tired. 

They do not always seem aware of 
the window. But let C. B. Collins, who 
represents the studios’ central casting 
bureau in this downtown outpost, stand 
behind the uncurtained pane of glass 
and put his hand to his chin, and 
every bearded man loafing on the stone 
steps across the street will jump to his 
feet. For the chin gesture means 
“Beards ahoy!” Or let him point his 
finger at a tall fellow strolling back and 
forth with apparent indifference. The 
man so pointed at will stop as though 
hit with a bullet. 

Most hiring of extras nowadays is 
done without a look at the applicants, 
the studios ordering talent by tele- 
phone and, if necessary, by reference to 
filed photographs. But downtown 
many an “old beard,” too old to find 
other work plentiful, still finds his way 
into the movie extra ranks by hovering 
near Hollywood’s bay window—prob- 
ably the most closely watched window 
in the world.

The lead of the Heart Seven tells De- 
clarer that East holds the King. A 
small card led against a sult-contract 
is almost invariably the top or the 
fourth best. In this case it cannot be 
a fourth best because the only Heart 
King-Seven. Should Dummy fail to 
play the Ace on this trick, East would 
win with the King of Hearts and prob- 
ably return that sult. If the lead hap- 
pened to be a singleton, West would 
ruff the second Heart and very possibly. 
by leading a Club, could put East in 
the lead for a second ruff. Declarer’s 
plan should be to win the first Heart 
trick with the Ace, exhaust the adverse 
trumps in three rounds, and then lead 
another Heart from his own hand, per- 
mitting the adversaries to make one 
Heart and one Club. If West should 
have four trumps headed by the Jack, 
he would make one trump trick but 
Declarer would still make game. Game 
must be made by this method of play, 
unless the adverse trump division 
should be 5-0 (a contingency not worth 
considering).

QUERIES ANSWERED. 


eb OPHIE” is troubled with dry skin 
S and wants to know how her 
skin can be kept soft and how it 

©an be prepared for maxe-up. The first 
requirement for the skin (no matter 
what type) is a suitable cleanser For 
the dry skin this should not be heavy; 
it should be either an oil or have @ 
generous oll content. The cleanser is, 
of course, used before soap and water 
Soaps with a cold-cream base or Vvege- 
table-oil soaps are correct for the dry 
skin. In ordinary cases they may be 
used nightly. Where the skin is ex- 
ceedingly dry the face may be washed 
with soap and water every other day 
or twice a week. Needless to say, the 
cleansing with oil or cream must be 
very efficient. Cold water may be 
termed an astringent with mild ef- 
fects and should be used generously 
to rinse the skin. A simple astringent 
to be made at home ts witch hazel with 
just enough tincture of benzoin added 
to make a milky liquid An emollient 
cream may be massaged into the skin 
at bedtime. Any standard almond lo- 
tion has a slight astringent quality 
and may be used as a powder base. 
Many of the better known specialists

If your skin is sallow 
this indicates that you need more ex- 
ercise or sleep, or a change of diet, or 
all of these things. Eat simple foods 
(stressing those with laxative qualities) 
and drink a generous amount of water 
daily. Exercise taken in the fresh air 
is invaluable. All kinds of exercises are 
given in my column from time to time. 
A mild bleach cream, made by a re- 
liable specialist, if used regularly, would 
help to lighten your skin. 


Just Fourteen: Vanishing cream, in 
my opinion, is too heavy to use as a 
powder base, as is has a tendency to 
close the pores. An almond lotion of 
lait creme—a milky solution—may be 
used aS a make-up base on the dry 
skin.

Lewis had the 
advantage from the start, keeping the 

He had 
Strecher on the mat five times for a 
total of 46 minutes before pinning him. 
The first fall did not come until nearly 
12:30 a. m. 

The hold with which Lewis won the 
fall was a bar arm, half-nelson and a 
Scissors on the arm. He epplied the 
scissors just as Stecher started rolling 
over his back. 

When they began the third hour, 

Lewis obtained a body hold, under the 
arms, and Stecher went to the ropes, 
breaking loose from the grip. A few 
seconds later Lewis tripped Stecher for 
the third time, but was unable to grab 
a body hold and Stecher regained his 
feet, bringing another cheer from the 
crowd.

~ HOOVER DECLARES 
COMMUNITY CHEST 
REAL DEMOCRACY 


Represents Greatest Advance 
in Modern Charity, Secre- 
tary Tells Conference. 


POTENTIAL DANGERS 
SEEN BY BOOKMAN

Banquet Held, and Today 
There Will Be Another Ses- 
sion; Received by Coolidge. 


Herbert ,Hoover, Secretary of Com- 
merce, in making his first public ad- 
dress since becoming an avowed can- 
didate for the Republican nomination 
for President, last night confined his 
remarks entirely to social and welfare 
problems at the banquet of the dele- 
gates to the citizens’ conference study- 
ing community chest problems at the 
Mayfiower Hotel. 


Mr. Hoover was introduced by John 
Lord O’Brian, vice chairman of the 
Buffalo (N. Y.) Community Chest 
Council, who referred to the Secretary 
of Commerce as “the man who showed 
his country how to find its soul during 
a period of great physical and spiritual 
perplexity.” 

The time when the community chest 
needed defense has passed, Secretary 
Hoover said. “It represents the great- 
est advance in modern charity. It has 
inspired confidence in the administra- 
tion of public welfare and has elimi- 
nated the element of misguided senti- 
mentality,” he said. 


Givers Have Been Increased. 


Secretary Hoover explained that the 
community chest movement has sys- 
tematically increased the number of 
givers and has decreased the overlap- 
Ping of social agencies. 

“Charity may be either a democracy 
a benovolent.despotism,” he stated. 
e community chest represents real 

democracy.” Mr. Hoover said one of 
the most important questions before 
the American people today is the rela- 
tionship between government and the 
private agencies. 

“IT believe that time will come,” 
retary Hoover said, 


Sec- 
“when we will con- 
sider all public health work the pri- 
mary duty of the Zommunity and the 
State, and not of private charity.” 

C. M. Bookman, of Cincinnati, presi- 
dent of the Association of Community 
Chests and Councils, which is sponsor- 
ing the two-day conference at the May- 
flower, which concludes today, also 
epoke. His subject was “The Commu- 
nity Chest, a New Factor in Community 
Welfare.” 

Mr. Bookman declared that “the 
community chest has resulted in a 
great forward stride in putting social 
work on a budgetary basis. It has con- 
tributed successful methods of money 
raising and has forced. better coopera- 
tion between agencies. The result has 
been that social work, wherever found, 
has gained in strength and influence.” 


Word of Caution Expressed. 


The speaker, however, cautioned 
against the potential danger of com- 
munity chests, such as arbitrarily put- 
ting the stamp of approval or disfavor 
on community activities and organiza- 
tions and the tendency toward com- 
placency growing out of smooth run- 
ning organization. 

One of the chief difficulties confront- 
ing the community chest movement, 
Myr. Bookman said, is the lack of un- 
derstanding between national agencies 
and local communities. The need for 
immediate and intelligent cooperation 
here is vital, Mr. Bookman explained. 

The more than 300 leaders in the 
business and professional world who 
attended the banquet, assembled yes- 
terday at the Mayflower Hotel for the 
opening of a two-day discussion on 
community responsibility for human 
welfare. 

The real business of the conference 
will start at today’s session, beginning 
at 9 o'clock this morning when the 
first of eight round table discussions 
covering virtually every phase of com- 
munity chest and welfare work will be 
held. 

The purpose of the conference, of 
which Col. William Cooper Procter, of 
Cincinnati, is chairman, is to discuss 
how community chest and welfare 
work can best be supported, how much 
welfare work is necessary in various 
cities and apportionment of commun- 
ity chest funds. 

At a luncheon yesterday afternoon in 
the Mayflower Hotel, Loui. Marshall, 
of New York, member of the citizens 
committee, told delegates to the con- 
ference the outstanding duty of the 
community chest movement is to in- 
terest men of wealth in the needs of 
the unfortunate and to acquaint them 
with existing agencies and institutions 
caring for them so that they do not 
waste their money gifts on new insti- 
tutions and agencies which are not 
needed. 

“Haphazard charity damages both 
the giver and the receiver,” Dr. W. 
H, Faunce, president of Brown Uni- 
versity, also a speaker at the luncheon, 
sald. ‘“Thoughtless, random benevo- 
Jence is getting out of date. We can 
not depend on mere pity or on exhorta- 
tion. Without ceasing to be personal 
benevolence must be scientific.” 

Col. Procter, in his opening address 
fto the delegates attending the luncheon, 
stated that community chests have 
been 60 useful in training leaders in 
community development generally that 
they have accomplished more for the 
community as a whole than for the ac- 
tual charities, even though they are 
waising approximately $66,000,000 a year 
Yor social welfare work in the United 
States. Welfare workers need the guld- 
@nce of leading laymen in their differ- 
ent communities, Col. Procter said.

The Story of Man’s Weapons 


If. THE SPEAR, 


GREAT way of learning about the 
Stone Age in Europe has been by 


of modern caves. There are proofs that 
certain caves were once much larger 
The hollows have been partly filled up 
by the bones of animals and men who 
have died inside, by dust blown in by 
winds, by pieces of “stalactite” fallen 
from the ceilings and by the ashes of 
fires. 


By a great stroke, even a bear might be 
killed, 


fairly complete skeletons of lions, tigers 
or hyenas. Higher up the bones are 


strewn around and they often bear 
marks of fire.

What does that prove? Scientists say 
that the earlier animals died nat ural 
deaths. The later ones were killed and 
cooked by men. Their bones were torn 
apart as the cave men feasted. 

Why did that change take place? Let 
us look around the cave a little more. 
Near the ashes of the fires we find 
sharp pieces of stone. Some appear to 
have been chipped, for use as knives. 
The shape and size of others makes us 
think they were fastened to the ends of 
sticks, to be usedgas spears! 

It must have been a great day when 
the tribesmen learned to use stone- 
pointed spears. Then they were able to 
face even such foes as cave-tigers and 
cave-lions. 

The story seems clear. By the help 
of their new-made weapons, husky men 
of the Stone Age drove animals out of 
the caves. Then people walked inside 
and used the caves as shelters for 
themselves. 

Before the stone-pointed spear came 
into use it is probable that sherp-, 
pointed sticks were used as spears. 
Wooden points, however, could not have 
been good to pierce the hides of larger 
beasts. The stone point was a great in- 
vention and did much to make man the 
master.
